Notwithstanding that the congress has, 
for the last two decades, been urged to 
vigorously exclude undesirable foreign- 
ers, and various alleged restrictive laws 
have been passed, yet the inefficacy of 
such laws is made manifest by the . fact 
that there are still upward of one mii- 
lion aliens landing upon our shores each 
year, a majority of whom oan never be 
made good citizens—who are utterly un- 
assimilable—and constitute a growing 
menace to the best ideals of citizenshio 
and good government. 

And now that a period of widespread 
financial depression has come, throwing 
hundreds of thousands of workmen out 
of employment, it is more than ever nec- 
essary that our immigration laws should 
be made more stringent, so that the 
present deplorable competition betwecn 
our citizens, in struggling to obtain em- 
ployment, sttould not be made pitifully 
worse by compelling them to further 
compete with aliens, who have no con- 
ceptions of American institutions, or of 
American modes of living, but who, pau- 
perized in their homes across the seaé&, 
would quickly drive the American wage-

Anti-Ralilroad Legislation. 

2. We call upon our lawmakers end 
executives and railroad commissioners, 
national amd state, to be more conserva- 
tive in their dealings with the great 
* railroad interests of the country. 

The subject is one of tremendous im- 
portance, and should be @éalt with in a 
calm, considerate and fair manner, The 
interests involved, from tne standpoint 
of the general public, as well as of the 
» railroads, should not be unnecessarily 
made the subject of heated political 
. campaigns wherein the people, led by 
' Offloeseekers, are apt to nave their pas- 
sions and prejudices unduly inflamed. 

Law making bouies are jiable to be ied 

into too drastic and ill-considered leg- 
isiation under the impassiond harangues 
of overzealous reformers—; the troui- 
ble hath ever been that such radicals, 
who are most violent in their mouthings 
@gainst railroads know so little of thé 
complicated subject of which they 
speak. 
, And even state and 
commissions are not always free from 
the effects of popular clamor. On such 
boards few members can be found wao 
have had practical trainyng or experi- 
ence in even one of the Gozen or more 
different departments of railroading. 

That the thous#nds of railroad men 
who have lost their positions throughout 
the country during the past six months 
have lost them largely because of the 
hostile legislation enacted, and_ still 
threatened, against the railroads, is. un- 
doubtedly tive. 

That many of the railroads have been 
badly managed, especially because otf 
poor schedules, lost tfreignt and wrong- 
ful failure to pay for same; delays in 
deliveries of freight caused by = stupid 
bungling or callous indifference, and 
other shortcomings ‘too numerous to 
mention, is too plain for successful con- 
tradiction. 

That the railroads have, therefore, 
largely brought themselves under the 
displeasure of the public Is Hkewise un- 
deniably true. But they should not be 
confiscated or destroyed because of their 
derelictions of the past. 

Strong .sbut fair regulations should be 
the policy of lawmakers, executives and 
commissions, and not jaws or measures 
which so cripple them fn thefr opera- 
tions as to make them less able to per- 
form these neglected duties toward the 
public. And when passenger and freight 
rate reductions are made the rights of 
railroad employees to'falr wages should 
be considered, because, unless the rail- 
roads are permitted to charge reasona- 
ble rates, they can not afford to pay 
reasonable wages. 

Organized labor has often been charg- 
ead with being too radical, and its critics 
have declared that millions of dollars 
have been uselessly lost to the employ- 
ers and the working men themselves in 
loss of wages, because of unnecessary 
“strikes, but it is absolutely true that 
the rampant agitation against railroads 
during the last few years In this coun- 
try has been more unreasoning and vio- 
lent, and has caused’ more losses to 
the people of America and investors 
abroad, than al) strikes auring the last 
one hundred years, and all the strikes 
which will likely occur during the next 
one hundred years. 

And it is entirely probable that far 
Ereater damage has been done on ac- 
count of the fear caused in the minds 
of domestic and foreign investors in 
railroad securities of worse evils 
threatened against railroads, than by 
any actual concrete harm which has 
already resulted from legislation en- 
acted, or reductiong in freight and 
passenger rates to date. It ig the fear 
of worse to come which causes most 
of the present financial troubles. It is 
fortunate for the people at large that 
the pendulum of public opinion is be- 
ginning to swing back the other way. 
Already conservative men are begin- 
ning to sea the destructive effects of 
all the wild clamor against railroads. 

Already, the man without a political 
ax to grind is beginning to realize that 
wise control, and not crucifixion of 
railroads, should be the watchword, 
and to deplore, especially here in the 
south, that railroad building and nec- 
eSsary improvements and extensioins 
have been probably set back for ten 
years to come. 

Be it remembered, however, that the 
right-thinking, patriotic man does not 
want the pendulum to swing too far 
back; he does not want the old abuses 
to recur; he does not want to see rail- 
roads unduly mix in poHtics again: nor 
even to witness again the old indiffer- 
ence to the rights and comforts of the 
traveling public and shippers of 
freights. 

Unfortunately, this-is the danger that 
nearly always attends violent, unrea- 
soning reforms, that so much persecu- 
tion and punishment is inflicted upon 
corporation offenders by those who 
seek to reform them, after riding into 
office on waves of popular discontent.

The greatest benefit. of course, will 
come to the farmers of the country, 
and they are justly entitled to such 
benefits, and upon their prosperity de- 
pends in a large measure the welfare

The National Child Labor Law. 

4. The Georgia Federation of Labor 
is heartily in favor of what ig known 
as the “Beveridge child labor 
which seeks to prevent the employment 
of child labor in this country by ex- 
cluding from interstate railroad traf- 
fic manufactured products into which 
the work of young children enters. 

The evils of child labor are so mani- 
fest and deplorable and constitute such 
a growing menace that every lawful 
means should be resorted to in stamp- 
ing out such evil. t 

The evasions, ingenious and artful, 
resorted to by mill owners under state 
laws are numerous, and such owners 
are oftentimes so brutally bold and de- 
fiant, as to largely render such state 
laws inefficient, and the passage of a 
national law to further aid in remedy- 
ing this painful evil cannot fail to be 
of substantial benefit in this behalf.

Washington, December 13—(Special.) 
That President Roosevelt is still loyal 
to Taft, is proven by much cumulative 
evidence.

General Oates 
is well known tn Washington. He was 
in congress for many years.

Columbia, S. C., December 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Following the recent changes 
made by the Southern railway at Ashe- 
ville, N. C., which resulted in the dis- 
missal- of Superintendent Ramseur, of 
the Asheville division, an order was 
issued today by the general superin- 
tendent of the Southern railway, mak- 
ing most important changes in the 
Southern service in this state.

Surgery at Rome. 


Rome, Ga., December 1|3.—(Special.)—A 
Peculiar operation in surgery was re- 
cently performed in East Rome. An 
infant five weeks old was born with 
what the neighbors termed two headg.

THE SOUTH AND THE CANAL. 


| The awarding by the government of a $700,000 contract for the construc- 
tion of two dams on the Black Warrior river, in Alabama, which shall pro- 
vide the coal fields of that state with cheap and easy access to the gulf, is 
a reminder to the southern people of the strategic importance of this section 
with relation to the Panama canal. 

The Black Warrior bisects the great coal section of Alabama, many of 
the possibilities of which have not yet been even broached. It follows a 
straight line down to Mobile Bay, forming confluences meanwhile with other 
streams. Adapting the river to slack water navigation means that a large 
number of idle coal properties will be brought into productivity, and that 
endless cargoes of fuel for stoking vessels which are on their way to the 
Pacific via the isthmus will be floated down to the Alabama port. 

it means, also, that Mobile will become a great coaling export center, 


the government and those under private control. The Alabama coal fields, 
practically inexhaustible, furnish the natural source of supply for all trans- 
isthmian traffic, and it is pleasing to speculate upon the wealth that will 
accrue to that state when the full tide of inter-oceanic communication shall 
have become a reality. 

In this connection, it is not out of place to call to mind that the section 
'of Georgia contiguous to Rome should eventually enjoy the same facilities 
for access to the gulf as those about to be afforded Alabama. The Coosa 
river, on which Rome is located, is the starting point of another great system 
of rivers which converge near Mobile, emptying into the gulf at that point. 
The systematic expenditure of reasonable sums will develop navigation on 
the Coosa and afford the section tributary to it, in both Georgia and Ala- 
bama, cheap transportation to deep water. 

Neither are the Flint, Chattahoochee and Appalachicola river projects to 
be forgotten. The Chattahoochee and the Flint traverse the richest sections 
of Georgia, the former affording already an outlet to shipping from West 
Point and Columbus, in addition to turning the spindles of mills at both of 
these cities. ‘he junction they form creates the Appalachicola, which emp- 
ties into the gulf at the port of that name. Money spent judiciously and 
systematically will ultimately give barge and steamer traffic easy access to 
a port situated in convenient proximity to the isthmus. 

Then there is the Ocmulgee river, with its connection with the Atlantic 
already established, not to mention the Atlantic and Great Western canal 
project in which it is destined to figure. 

These few facts constitute a splendid showing for Georgia and Alabama 
alone, when we come to consider the handicap this section will enjoy in get- 
ting its crude and manufactured products to the isthmus, It is not necessary to 
mention the Mississippi river and its innumerable branches, nor the rivers of 
Texas. Altogether, these latter supply the middle and far south with facil- 
ities equal to those-enjoyed by the eastern half. 

Which all goes to show the vita] interest the south has in the early com- 
pletion of the Panama canal. We have the natural resources, the transporta- 
the fuel. When the gateway to the Pacific is opened no other por- 
tion of the country will be able to compete with us, on even terms, for the 
trade of both coasts of South America and that of the Orient.

FORGERY TRIAL 
NEARS AN END 


H. A. McLean Charged With 
Forging Option on Peach- 
tree Property. 


H. A. McLean, a young white man, 
Was arraigned before Judge Roan yes- 
terday afternoon on the charge of 
forging an option on Peachtree road 
property owned by Mrs. R. P. Keith 
and selling it to John S. Owens. Solic- 
itor Hill had not finished the argu- 
ment for the state when court was ad- 
journed late in the afternoon. The 
jury was allowéd to seperate for the 
night, and the case will be finished this 
morning. 

Mrs. Keith examined the option in 
question on the stand and said that she 
had never seen it before, had never 
signed it nor authorized her signature, 
thus making the paper a forgery. 

John Owens, who purchased the op- 
tion from McLean, testified that the 
defendant had told him that he had 
paid $6500 for the paper, and that he 
had the original deed to the property, 
leaving one with him. McLean, he said, 
left the city shortly after the transac- 
tion and was found in Philadelphia. 

According to the testimony, McLean 
had another option to the same prop- 
erty signed by a mythical person, Mrs. 
kK. Cc. Kite, alleging that she was the 
sister-in-law of Mrs. Keith and owned 
half of the land, 

It was learned from the statement of 
Mr. Owens that McLean had refused 
to go to Mrs. Keith’s with him to as- 
certain whether the option was genu- 
ine, and neither would he go with him 
to call upon the fictitious Mrs. Rite. 
Mrs. Keith averred that McLean had 
come to her, wanting her to sign an 
option, but this she refused to do 
without him putting up a sum of 
money for the land. However, she did 
allow him to carry her deeds to be 
examined. 

McLean denied his guilt, stating that 
he got the papers from one L, C. Ban- 
croft, of Birntingham, Ala. He told the 
jury that he was a poor man, with a 
wife and young baby dependent on 
him, and said that he did not ascertain 
why Mr. Owens had him imprisoned, 
unless he was using him as a catspaw 
to get the property from Mrs. Keith. 
He said that if, he was acquitted and 
allowed to live in Atlanta, he would 
prove himself to be a better citizen 
than Mr. Owens. 

The defense had finished their 
speeches, and Mr. Hill was engaged in 
that for the state when court ad- 
journed. 

All the jurors engaged for the term, 
with the exception of,the ones sitting 
on the McLean case, were dismissed, 
and court will adjourn today, this being 
the last case on the docket.

But he shows that it is, now and then, 
absolutely the sole alternative for a na- 
tion which wishes to continue its exist- 
ence, or to uphold dts honor, no less 
scrupulously than that of the individual, 

He shows, too, the righteous part play- 
ei by war tn history, current and con- 
temporaneous. It follows, as an inevi- 
table deduction from his arguments, that 
ag ‘there are many things which the in- 
dividual may have cause to fear infin- 
itely worse than death, there are many 
‘conditions the nation may less cheerfully 
‘face than the prospect or the actuality 
of war. 

It is not a justification of violence, or 
a plea for the chronically pugnacious at. 
titudie that Captain Mahan advances He 
stands, on the other thand, for arbitra- 
ition on minor points, on many of the 
issues which a nation, as an individual, 
may safely submit to the impartial ar- 
bitration of a third varty. 

But he emphasizes with a vigor that is 
significant and contagious the fact that 
there are certain questions which na- 
tions, equally with individuals, will never 
submit to the adjudication of a third 
party. Throughout his articles, amelior- 
ating the stern and imescapable logic, its 
prediction of the far-off day when the 
universal education of mind and con- 
science will have reached that stage 
where these unevadable provocations to 
war will cease.

DEATH SENTENCE 
GIVEN JOHNSON 


Evecution Will Be Delayed by 


his Attorneys,

MAY APPEAL TO HIGH COURT 


Claimed That Verdict Was Not in 
Accord With the Law and the 
Evidence in the Case—Ex. 
ecution Set for Third 
of January. 


Yesterday morning Judge Roan sen- 
tenced Andrew Johnson, who on Thurs- 
day was found guilty of the murder of 
Officer Manier, to be hanged on Friday, 
January 3.

The advance 
carried prices 3 or 4 points over the closa- 
ing figures of last night, but later the 
market turned easy again in sympathy 
with weakness in stocks, renewed liquli- 
dation and Wall etreet selling. The close 
was at the lowest point of the day.

Liquidation Play Large Part in 


the Decline, 


Nears Shift Attacks From One Stock 
to Another Along the Whole 
List—Dealers Discuss the 
Probable Dividend 
Reductions, 


New York, December 13+—Speculative 
conditions were unaltered today, 
influence governing the market being 
as potent in depressing prices as on 
previous days of the week. Liquidation 
Played a large part in the day’s de- 
cline and was materially assisted by 
an énergetic bear faction, which as- 
sailed different stocks from time to 
time in an endeavor to force out long 
stock. Discussionyas to probable divi- 
dend reduction,- combined with the 
manifest lack of effective inside sup- 
port at critical times, discouraged bull 
operators and prices were, accordingly, 
allowed to take their course. The 
selling pressure shifted about from one 
stock to another, but eventually the 
entire list displayed increasing weak- 
ness which was contfnued to the close. 
New York Central and American 5Su- 
gar were the weakest features of their 
respective groups, though the known 
influences responsible for their weak- 
ness were assumed to be radically dif- 
ferent. In the case of American Sugar, 
the recent death of President -Have- 
meyer was assigned as the principal 
cause of the recent heavy liquidation 
in that stock, but competent market 
observers were inclined to attach 
much credence to a rumor that a suc- 
cessful bear operator was making 4 
campaign against the gtock. 

Uncertainty as to the forthcoming 
dividend distribution on New York 
Central, together with the knowledge 
that further large sums must be ex- 
pected to complete the terminal im- 
provements and other projects’ in 
course of construction, are credited 
with being the primary reasons for 
the extensive liquidation in that stock. 
Whether the facts outlined cover the 
underlying motives for the weakness 
in those stocks or not it is recognized 
that the rank and file of speculators 
need little more than a tentative dem- 
onstration against a stock to encour- 
age them to join the movement with 
enthusiasm. The beltef is entertained 
that the bank tsatement will make a 
favorable showing, although money 
conditions are stil] regarded as being 
far from reassuring. With virtually 
nominal markets existing fcr mercan- 
tile paper and time money, the con- 
tinuation of currency premium, with 
expectations of an early readjustment 
to a nominal basis, are not encourag- 
ing. The October statements of both 
the Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cifie railroads, which -showed § large 
increases in gross earnings, Owing to 
a high ratio of operating expenses, 
contributed to the weakness in those 
stocks and in a measure, fostered the

ABOUT THAT ESTIMATE. 


Carpenter, Baggot & Co. to the Act- 
ing Chief Statistics Bureau. 


New York, December 13.—Carpenter, Baggot 
& Co. have addressed the following open let- 
ter to the Hon. C. C. Clark, acting chief 
bufeau atatistics, agriengtural department, 
Washington, D. C.: 

Dear Sir: We wired you today as follows: 

‘‘Your estimate cotton crop 11,678,000 means 
that 3,340,000 bales must be ginned. This 
is greater than any previous record. Indicates 
Kindly advise if figures 


verify.’’ 

In reply we have your wire as follows: 

“Estimate of 11,678,000 is hereby con- 
firmed.’’ 

In the department’s previous estimate of 
December 11, 1906, the heading of the report 
was worded ‘as follows: 

‘The crop reporting board from the reports 
of the correspondents and agents of the bu- 
reau in conjunction with the recent report 
of the bureau of census of the quantity of 
cotton ginned, estimates that the total pro- 
duction of cotton in the United States for 
the year 1906-07 will amount. not includ- 
ing linters, to 12,546,000 bales’ of 600 pounds 
gross weight.’’ 

You will see from this that we and the 
public generally have looked upon the census 
ginners’ figures as a guide to the general 
Situation, as we consider that the most ac- 
curate sources of information which can be 
had. , 

In addition to this our own reports of a

To-realize the 
amount of your estimate of today of 1),678,- 
000 bales there must be 3,340,000 bales ginned 
for the balance of the season, which is 382.- 
000 bales more than was ginned last year be- 
tween December 1 and the-end of the geagson, 
when the total ginning was put down at [2,- 
983,000 bales, and is 1,584,000 bales more 
than the amount ginned after December 1, 
1905, when the total outturn of the gins was 
officially put down at 10,495,000 bales.

Nothing can be done until the 
committees are organized. 

But another reason is advanced for 
this delay, both in the howse and senate. 
It is said the republicans are deliberate- 
ly attempting to shut off any attempt on 
the part of the democrats to make im- 
pertinent inquiries concerning the relief 
measures recently taken to help the sit- 
uation in New York.. Then there is a 
fear expressed that any erilticism of the 
president and any effect which might 
be made to impose upon him, in whole 
or in part, blame for recent condi- 
tions, would be harmful. 

The Currency Question. 

The currency questions ts the one up- 
permost in the minds of congressmen, 
and an avalanche of bilis dealing with 
the problem generally and spocifically 
have been introduced. (Chairman Fow- 
ler, of the house banking and currency 
committee, has appointea a subcommit- 
tee consisting of himself, Representa- 
tives Prince of Illinois and Calderhead 
of Kansas, from among the republi- 
cans, and Lewis of Georgia and Gilles- 
pie of Texas, from among the dem- 
ocrats, to frame up a bill to be _pre- 
sented to the house. The chairman has 
appointed two republicans on the com- 
mittee who think just as he does, and 
the subcommittee will probably bring in

Liberal Receipts and Increased 
Stocks the Causes 


May Delivery Closed One-EKighth Off. 
Corn Firm Because of Firm Ca- 
bles—Provisions Weak on 
Aceount of Decline 
in Hogs.

December 13.—Liberal prif- 
mary receipts and increased sto¢eks In 
the northwest were chiefly responsible 
today for weakness in the wheat mar- 
ket. At the close wheat for May de- 
livery was off !-8c. Corn was a shade 
lower. Oats were down 1-4@3-8c. Pro- 
visions were I7 1-2 to 35c lower. 

The wheat market opened Weak. be- 
cause of a moderate decline at Liver- 
pool, and with the exception of a few 
mild rallies, continued heavy all day. 
The dullness of export business, the 
poor demand for cash wheat and the 
large increase in stocks in wheat at 
Minneapolis were the depressing [ac- 
tors. The strength of corn and a later 
recovery at Liverpool were the bullish 
features. Trade which was active early 
in the session became very light in the 
latter part of the day. The close was 
easy. May opened 1-8@1-4c to 3-8@ 
1-2. lower at 99 7-8 to $1.00 1-8, sold 
between 99 5-8 and $1.00 1-2, and 
closed at $1.00 1!-8@ 1.00 1-4 Clear- 
ances of wheat and flour were equal to 
644,000 bushels. Exports for the week, 
as shown by Bradstreets, wére equal to 
6,20,000 bushels. Primary receipts were 
888,000 bushels, against 682,000 bushels 
on the same day last yvear. Minneapo- 
lis, Duluth and Chicago reported re- 
ceipts of 50! cars against 593 cars last 
week and 528 cars one year ago.

Marks Disappearance of -Last 
Surviving Religious Motto 
on Coins in the West- 
ern World.

London, December 14.—The omissioa 
of the worlds “In God we trust’’ from 
the United tates coinage is interesting 


/@8 marking the disappearance of what 
“was probably the last 


rurviving re- 
ligious motto on coins in the currency 
of the western world. 

So many protests were raised against 
the change that President Roosevelt 
Sent out a letter explaining that there 
was no warrant in law. for the inscrip- 
tion, which, he declared, had been an 
incitement to “sneering ridicule.” He 
expressed his firm canviction that to 
put such a motto on coins did positive 
harm, and was an irreverence that came 
dangerously close to the sacrilegious. 

The motto which has just ebeen dis- 
carded in America was of comparatively 
revent adoption—probably in or about 
the year (870, its place having former- 
ly been taken by the words “E pluribus 
unum,’* which: first appeared on the 
New Jersey currency in 1786. 

In the middle ages texts from the 
Bible were very commonly adopted, both 
in this country and abroad. A German 
coin of the sixteenth century, for -in- 
Stance, bears the inscription, “Love God 
before all things,” and in England we 
find texts and religious mottoes dating 
back to Anglo-Saxon times. Here are

the battle, and marked the beginning 
of a gold eurrency in England, 

“He hath done marvelous things’’ 
(“Mirabilia fecit’) was chosen in Angio- 
Saxon times by Siefred, who suceeeded 
Canute, king of Northumbria, and be- 
came converted to Christianity. 

“Let God -arise and let His enemies 
be scattered,” refers to the civil war 
in the time of Charles I. 

“Blessed be the name of the’ Lora” 
was taken from the French coins by 
Henry V, as king of France. 

“What Ged hath joined together let 
no man put asunder,” refers to the 
union of the English and Scottish king- 
doms, and was adopted by James I, in 
1604. The coins were struck from sil- 
ver derived from Welsh mines in the 
neighborhood of Aberystwyth. 

As outward manifestations of piety 
became less common, however, téxts 
gradually disappeared, and none can be 
traced in this country since the time 
of Charles I. At the present day it is 
only on Arabi¢ coins that we find re- 
ligious mottoes, but there is hardly one 
of these that does not bear a quotation 
from the Koran. here is no God*but 
God; Mohammed is the Apostle of Gada” 
will be found on most of the arabic 
currency. Even in. the east,‘ however, 
the tendency is to adopt western models 
in the coinage, as in other ways. 

Of the more pious inscriptions ta be 
found in -the colonial currency were 
the brass coins struck for use inthe 
Caroline islands tn ‘694, bearing. «the 
“God preserve Caroling and the 
Lord 'Proprietors,’’

Oficial French Statistics Also 
Show More Marriages, 


Secarcely Anywhere Is the Declining 
Birth Rate So Marked as in 
France — All Over the 
World There Are 
More Marriages. 


Special Cable. 

London, December 1[4.—O:ticlal re- 
turns of the population of France 
show a substantial increase in the 
number of marriages, an enormous 
rise in divorces, a continued fall in 
births, and a slight decline in deaths.

‘In 188! the number of births in France 
was 937,057, so that the decrease in 
twenty-five years is 130,000. 

How do these returns of French life 
with those of other lands? In 
France, of course, the causes for which 
divorce is granted a@re very many. So 
far as the proportion between marriages 
and divorces ig concerned. France is fan 
above England, but below many parts of 
America. In the city of Omaha there is 
one divorce to four marriages; in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., three to eight, and in 
Cleveland one to nine. In Chicago glone 
there are over 1,800 divorces a year, or 
twice aS many as in the whole of Eng- 
land and Wales. Divorces in Bugland 
numbered 92! in 1905, and show a ten- 
dency to increase very slightly. In Scot- 
land there were 238 in 1905. In Ireland, 
owing to the legal methods, divorce is 
almost nonexistent. 

' Battles “Won” by Babies. 

Searecly anywhere is the declining 
birth rate so°marked as in France. In 
England tthe rate has fallen from 30.4 
per 1,000 to 27 in fifteen years, but our 
births still exceed our deaths by nearly 
500,000 a year. Germany adds. about 
900,000 a year to her population. “Every 
year, by our birth rate we gain a battle 
over jFrance,” Moltke declared. Yet 
even in Germany the rate has fallen 
from 35.7 to 34.1 in four years. 

The @ecline has reached a serious point 
in marts of Australia. In Victoria and 
in South Australia it was over 23 per 
tent in ‘ten years. Proportionately, most 
births are in Austria and Hungary. Cu- 
riously the birth rate is much higher in 
the great centers of population than in 
the country. 

The gross increase in the numbers of 
marriages in France is much the same 
as in the United Kingdom. To every 
eight marriages proportionately in Eng- 
land there are five in Ireland. In Ger- 
many the rate has been rapidly rising, 
while in Italy its tendency is to fall. 
More marriages is the general world 
rule, although the increase is not start- 
ling. 

In the decline in deaths France goes 
with the ‘world. Modern sanitation is 
lengthening life everywhere, In the 
United Kingdom the death rate has 
fallen, since 1892, from 19.6 per 1,000 
to 15.6. 

While the birth rate is falling in Enu- 
rope, it is rising in Japan. In twenty- 
seven years the rate there grew from 
17.1 per 1,000 to 3}.

A crowd gathered on the bridge, and 
the police arrested the beggar. His 
sister followed him to the police station 
and there told a moving story of their 
parting. 

Their father married a second time 
when Marguerite was five and Hippolyte 
seven. Their stepmother hated them, 
and their fatuer was under her influ- 
ence. Both were sent to beg in the 
streets, the. girl leading the blind boy. 
They were arrested and placed in sepa- 
rate reformatories until they came ef

When Marguirite was at length re- 
leased sH@msought everywhere for Ner 
brother without success. In other ways 
she prospered and managed to earn a 
moderate income. Never forgetting her 
brother, she made it’ a practice to give 
alms to every blind beggar. Sut she 
had almost abandoned hope when at last 
her search was rewarded, 

When she had told her story the blind 
man was released, and she led him to 
hr home, willingly promising that he 
should never again be under the neces- 
sity of begging.

London, December 1!4.—Hall Caine, 
says he is going to start work on a 
new play shortly, and no wonder, con- 
sidering the outcome of his last experl!- 
iment in that direction. When he com- | 
pletely rewrote his stage version of 
“The Christian,” a few months ago, 
for revival by the new management of 
the London Lyceum, most folk ex- 
pected it to prove the clhilliest of frosts, 
but both author and producers have 
been justified by what is unquestionably 
one of the biggest successes ever 
scored in the metropolis. It is stated| 
that since its production in September | 
350,000 persons have seen the trans- 
mogrified ‘“‘Christian,’’ dnd there is no 
reason to doubt the assertion. More- 
over, when Irving’s old theater reverts 
to pantomine at Christmas, the Caine 
play wil] be transferred to the Shaftes- 
bury, and there, if present indications 
are worth anything, it probably will 
run -till the robins start nesting. 

All of which must give something less 
than pleasure to Charles Frohman, who 
originally produced “The Chrisilfan”’ in 
London just after its big success in 
America, and lost a lot of money on It. 
The play then ran for about a fort- 
night, if one remembers correctly, but 
perhaps the fault lay with Herbert 
Waring and Evelyn Millard, who did 
not approach Edward Morgan and Viola 
Allen in the parts of John Storm and 
Glory Quayle. Or perhaps it was be- 
cause the piece didn’t then convey any 
“sreat moral lesson’’ that the British 
public didn’t take to it. The “B. P.” 
is strong on moral lessons, though you 
might not think so from some of the 
musical plays that succeed here... And 
the new “Christian” is mostly morality 
—of the Hall Caine brand. It must 
have put a small fortune, into the 
Manxman’s pockets, so it is not sur- 
prising to learn that the new plece 
which he is getting ready to write will 
be very “serious’’ indeed. : 

“It will be a problem play,’ he said to 
me “a great ‘woman's question’ — a 


fundamental problem, one of those ‘oD- 
stinate questionings’ which nave ex-’ 
isted between the sexes for all time. If 
I told you,’’ he added, “where my

At the finish he' 
made a speech—a very moral speech— 
to the audience, which he assured a 
numbered over four thousand people.

London, December |14.—That remarka- 
ble sect, the “‘“Go-Preachers,” or “Jesus’ 
Way People,” or “Nazarenes, ”* have now 
appeared at Swindon. As might be 
expected in a town which earns its 
living in engineering shops, this mys- 
terious cult is “being turned on the 
lathe” and the “Go-Preachers” are be- 
ginning to look considerably worn al- 
ready. 

But although the preachers have only 
now ventured into the large town, they 
have been at work in the neighboring 
villages for a year past, though with 
what success even the villagers them- 
selves are not quite sure. Where the 
preachers come from, who they are, and 
how they are sustained, nobody seems 
to know, 

Moneyless Folk. 

The “Nazacenes” pose as moneyless 
folk, though provided with bicycles and 
other aids to moderating the hardships 
of this life while waiting for their ex- 
clusive monopoly of the. good things of 
the next. They live by ‘faith’ alone— 
that is to say, they almost live by it, 
for, actually, support by faith ts ren- 
dered not so precarious as it would 
seem because of another tenet of the 
faith known to the vulgar as ‘“spong- 
ing.” When you betome a Nazarene 
you “sureender all.” Strange as it 
may seem, the “Go-Preachers” do find 
enthusiastically; and so the catse is 
fed. 

The first missionaries in the Swindon 
district were two men, who opened a 
portable mission-room at Wanborough, 
about four miles from Swindon, They 
served to introduce the strange creed, 
and then two young women came and 
took charge, and the men left. 

Little More Than Girls. 

It should be said that it is remarkable 
how many young people of both sexes 
are apostles of this new religion, Some 
of the women who have visited the vil- 
lages as missionaries, stayed for a 
while, and then gone on, nobody knows 
where, were little more than girls. It 
is, of course, the dark secrecy covering 
the organization of this sect of Go- 
Preachers which brings them trouble 
from the responsible members of the 
village communities they visit. Nobody 
would mind their theatrical baptisms, 
and so on, if anybody outside the sect 
really knew how the sect’s affairs were 
managed, and why. 

Consequently, when they do appear fn 
public to conduct any meeting or cere- 
mony, they have a bad time. : 

Stirred Up the Mud. 

Earlfer this year, for instance, they 
appeared ‘at the village of Liddington, 
and after a short stay arranged quietly 
for a public baptism of converts. But 
some of the village boys went higher 
up steeam and stirred wp the mud. dn 
addition, the villagers showed them- 
selves so hostile that the ceremony was 
abandoned. 

Since then they have been to Og- 
bourne and Badbury, On a recent Sun- 
day at Wartborough the news got 
abroad that the “Goers’’ were to have 
a baptismal ceremony in the millstream, 
The fact had been kept secret till the 
last moment, and then some children 
casually mentioned things they had

ROOFS PIERCED 
BY HAILSTONES 


Remarkable Storm Reported 
from Indo-China—Hail- 
stones of Great Size. 


Special Cable. 

Paris, December !4.—One of the most 
remarkable storms on record is re- 
ported by M. Cadet, director of the 
central observatory in Indo-China, 

He says the storm arose in the Mai 
Pha mountains, and swept over many 
miles of country, ruining all the crops, 
wrecking buildings wholesale, and 


leaving the country utterly devastated. 
The hailstones were of enormous size, 
and at the village of Phaima the roofs 
of all the buildings were pierced by 
them, the holes varying from six to 
eight inches in diameter. 

At Langson, 2 miles away, a stone as 
large as a man’s head was picked up 
after the storm. Dr. Portal, a French 
medical man, secured a stone which 
turned the scale at three-quarters of 
a pound. Many others were secured 
which weighed from a quarter to half 
& pound each. 

When the hail first began to fall the 
stones were about the size of hens’ 
eggs, but they increased in size as the 
M. Cadet states 
that some of the stones had kernels 
of flinty ice as large as walnuts. 

Great numbers of cattle grazing in 
the flelds were killed by the hall, and 
some fields presented the appearance 
of slaughter houses. 

The storm was accompanied by an 
extraordinary display of lightning, the 
flashes succeeding one another 
rapidly that the blinding light appear- 
ed to be continuous. M. Cadet says 
that the entire heavens seemed to be 
lit up with a continuous blaze. A re- 
markable rise of temperature marked 
the storm, the thermometer register- 
ing nearly 100 degrees in the shade.

It 
Sa co-operates with the community for the public good. It frequently 
waives its rights when the officials consider it to be in the publie interest to 

do so. City officials are supplied with transportation at the expense of the com- 
pany so that the public may be well served by its chosen employes. This has 
meant a great deal to the firemen and policemen as it enabled them to safeguard 
the lives and property of the people and at'the same time enjoy a personal 
comfort without expense to themselves. Thousands of dollars of transportation 


is supplied every year without any charge being made. 


NLY two complaints have been filed against the companies since they were 
QO placed under the jurisdiction of the Railroad Commission. A complaint 
was filed against the gas company because of the refusal of the officials to 
supply a meter to a former patron who had refused to pay an old account. The 
finding was in favor of the company. At the same time announcement was 
made that upon investigation the commission had found that the rules of the gas 


company were reasonable and just. 


COMPLAINT was filed against the street railway department because of the 
A refusal of the company to carry on its cars dogs other than pointers: and 
setters. The commission reported that the rules of the company not to 
carry dogs of indiscriminate breed was reasonable and just, and a wise provision 


for the safety and comfort of patrons. ' 


HE COMPANY has formally requested the ‘commission to go into the 
question of rules and regulations, agreeing to furnish the commission with 
les under which the company now operates. It did this as an evi- 

dence of its desire to operate the properties with regard to the reasonable rights 
and conveniences of its patrons, the general public. 


HE COMPANY has always liberally assisted in any enterprise organized 
for the general puble good, frequently taking the lead. 


HE COMPANY largely increased its taxes—voluntarily and without arbitra- 
iy tion—supplying a basis on which every other public utility corporation in 
the state was taxed. It voluntarily reduced its electric lighting rates to 
the city and to private consumers. It pays the city a percentage on its gross re- 
ceipts, thus allowing the public a share in the company’s prosperity. It invites 
suggestions from patrons for the betterment of the service. Every official of the 
company holds himself in readiness to meet and discuss with any citizen any mat- 
ter connected with the service. Prompt attention will be given and correction 
made of any and all complaints. 


é bape OFFICIALS take a pride in the property because they realize that the 
character of the service and the condition of the property has much to do 
with the estimation of the city by casual visitors and new arrivals. 


F ANY public authority will make a request of the company that request will 
either be granted or the company will show a reasonable and satisfactory 
cause why the request cannot be granted. That has always been the policy 

of the company, and because of this policy the company enjoys the good will of 
the public.

London, December !4.—Popular inter- 
est in tthe problem ‘‘How to live to 100” 
has been revived by the appearance of 
Dr. Chalmers Mitchell's translation of 
M. Metchnikoff’s book, “The Prolonga- 
tion of Life.’’ In his book M. Metchni- 
koff states his opinion that the main 
cause of death, apart from disease and 
violence, nay be found in certain bacilli 
within the larger intestine or in intes- 
tina] putrefaction. 

M. Metchnikoff suggests that the best 
diet on which to attain a great age 
might be sour milk, the microbes of 
which appear to have the power of de- 
stroying the death bacilli. Dr. Mitchell 
has pointed out that the author must 
not be misunderstood as advocating the 
average vegetarian. diet as conducive 
to longevity. ‘‘On the contrary,” said 
Dr. Mitchell, ‘‘a diet of salads, uncooked 
fruits, and vegetables, in cities espe- 
cially, is calculated to cause these intes- 
tinal death microbes. Alcoholic drink is 
undoubtedly hostile to longevity, and 
causes the death bacilli. As to tobacco, 
although most smokers smoke to excess, 
it is not injurious to long life.” 

M. Metchnikoff gives the following 
general rules for the achievement of a 
hale and hearty old age: (1) Avoid rich 
food; (2) be regular in your habits and 
moderate in al] things; (3) be cheerful; 
(4) don't worry. We have collected the 
appended recipes by well-known people: 

General Booth (79).—Get married; 
have a good conscience; recreate sim- 


ply; live within your income; eat as 
little as possible; drink plenty of water; 
wbstain from indulgence.
